Holding of a communion service 


ju Christ Church Cathedral, in 
which Protestant clergymen -f 
seven denominations participated, 
has attracted national attention 
among Episcopalians to a protest 
forwarded by Trinity Church, 4005 
to the 
Right Rev. F. F. Johnson, Bishop 
of Missouri, who sauctioned the 
service. 

The protest, which was made 
before the communion service, 
held May 4 at the conclusion of 
the second session of the St. Louis 
Christian Unity Conference, indi- 
cates a distinct difference of opin- 
ion among members of the chu~ch, 

An editorial, condemning the 
communion service and confer- 
ence, has appeared in “The Liv- 
ing Church,” regarded as the 
national orgau of the “High 
Church” group. It is anticipated 
that “The Churchman” and 
“Christian Century,” publications 
advancing the views of the liberal 
wing, may comment favorably on 
the service, 

It was iearned today that indi- 
vidual expressions of opinion on 
both sides have been received 
here from Bishops, clergymen and 
prominent members of the laity 
all over the country. The diocesan 
offices here would not comment on 
the situation, 

Formal Protest Made. 

When the formal protest, sub- 
mitted by the Rev. J. Boyd Coxe 
and the vestry of Trinity Church, 
failed to alter the plans for the 
service, the rector addressed a mes- 
sage to his parishioners stating that 
the service could be regarded only 
“as a desecration of. the altar, «an 
unlawful act, and contrary to the 
‘mind of Christ as revealed to the 
Church and set forth in our faith 
and formularies.” 

“The service of Holy Com- 
munion,” his message stated, “at 
which a Methodist minister pre- 
sided, assisted by various other Pro- 
testant ministers, and in which our 
bishops and a number of the clergy 
participated, caused great distress 
and unhappiness to the members of 
this parish and the rector knows 
through personal conversations that 
our feelings are shared by many 
a of other parishes in this 
city.” 

The form of service used was not 
the ritual of the Episcopal Church, 
but was a composite service pre- 
pared by leaders of the conference. 
The Rev. Dr. Ivan Lee Holt, pastor 
of St. John’s Methodist Episcopal! 
Church, was in charge of the serv- 


ice. The Rev. Dr. Arnold H. Lowel 


of Kingshighway Presbyterian 
Church offered prayers for church 
unity; the Rev. Dr. S. D. Press, 
president of Eden Theological Sem- 
inary of the Evangelical Church, 
led in reciting the Apostles’ Creed; 
the Rev. Dr. John W. MaclIvor, pas- 
tor Second Presbyterian Church, 
read the epistle; the Rev. Dr. 
George A. Campbell of Union Ave- 
nue Christian Church, read the g0s- 
pel, and the Rev. Dr. Jay T. Stock- 
ing, pastor of Pilgrim Congrega- 
tional Church, assisted in the distri- 
bution of the elements. The Rt. 
Rev. William Scarlett, bishop co- 
adjutor of Missouri, made an ad- 
dress; Dean Sweet of Christ Church 
Cathedral spoke the offertory sen- 


_ tences, and Bishop Johnson gave 


the final blessing. 
Another Pastor Objects. 

The Rev. W. S. Hohenschild, 
réctor of the Church of the Holy 
Communion, 2803 Washington bofl- 
evard, opposed the service when it 
was first proposed, voicing his ob- 
jections at a meeting of the Epis- 
copal clergy, attended by Bishop 
Johnson, His church has not yet 
taken an official position in the 
controversy. 

‘Especial attention was attracted 
to the service since Bishop Man- 


ning of New York had forbidden 


the use of St. George’s Church there 
last year for an inter-church com- 
munion service, Bishop Manning’s 
action precipitated a controversy 
which has‘been reopened by the 
service here.

“Mr. Curtis’ mind evidently was 
not on the game and at the sugges- 
tion of Inspector Walsh they took 
a walk. 

“The conversation was continued 
with him and the suggestion con- 
stantly advanced that he tell the/ 
truth. At about 1:15 a, m. (Tues- 
day) he said he was ready to tell 
the truth.

Curtis, as principal negotiator. 
began making trips about the coun- 
try in airplanes, to unrevealed des- 
tinations. Part of the time an air- 
plane and a pilot were placed at 
his disposa] by the United States 
Navy. 


Made Many Cruises. 


About three weeks ago Curtis 
suddenly shifted his activities to 
the Norfolk area. The yacht Mar- 
con was turned over to him, and, 
when he was not cruising about 
aboard it, it was kept at the navy 
docks. He made frequent cruises 
out to sea, in an effort, he said, to 
form a contact off the Virginia 
coast. Col. Lindbergh often ac- 
companied him. 

He had given a description of 
the kidnapers’ boat, saying it was a 
Gloucester type schooner with a 
dark green hull, and coast guard 
boats were still hunting for it at 
sea today. 


Norfolk Police Gave Information 
to New Jersey Officers.

NORFOLK, Va., May 17.—Col. | 
Charles Borland, Norfolk Director 
of Public Safety, said today that 
John Hughes Curtis’ confession 
bore out information Norfolk po- 
lice authorities recently communi- 
cated to New Jersey police as the 
resuit of investigations here since 
the discovery of the body of the 
Lindbergh baby.

WASHINGTON, May i17.—The 
confession by John Hughes Curtis 
that his story conucerning a mys- 
terious vessel supposed to harbor 
Lindbergh extortionists was untrue, 
bore out the belief of the United 
States Coast Guard. Capt. L. «. 
Covell, acting commandant, assert- 
ed today that from the start the 
Coast Guard had believed there was 
no vessel such as described by Cur- 
tis, because of discrepancies and 
the fact that the Coast Guard had 
searched the coast and sea from 
Massachusetts to Norfolk with cut- 
ters, destroyers, patrol hoats and 
airplanes without result.

Government Tries to Locate Radio 


Station Giving False Stories.

The Colonel was the first wit- 
ness called when the investigation 
opened this morning, the District 
Attorney’s office acceding w his re- 
quest that he be permitted to get 
away as soon as possible to attend 
to other important matters. 

Max Rosenhaim, proprietor of a 
Bronx restaurant patronized by Dr. 
John F. Condon, the “Jafsie’’ of the 
newspaper advertisements who paid 
the ransom money to the supposed 
kidnapers’ representative was the 
second witness called. He was in 
the grand jury room for 30 min- 
utes, and was followed by Milton 
Gaglio, who, on at least one oc- 
casion, acted as chauffeur for Con- 
don. Gaglio remained on the stand 
10 minutes. 

Dr. Condon had arrived earlier 
with Al Reich, former pugilist, who 
acted as his bodyguard during the 
futile negotiatious. 

During its threé and one-half 
hour session, the grand jury heard 
five witnesses. 

Dr. Condon, who had waited 
the anteroom during tHe 
session, was not called. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
he was asked to return Friday 
morning, when the hearing will be 
resumed.

Joseph B. Thompson, State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance, one of 
the receivers named by Judge Hall, 
suppo ‘ed the company’s fight 
against the receivership. The other 
reeciver was Montague Lyon, S&t. 
Louis attorney. : 

Temporary. receivers were ap- 
pointed by Judge Hall March 29 on 
application of Jerome Duggan, St. 
Louis attorney and stockholder in 
the Missouri State Life Co. A pro- 
visional rule of prohibition by the 
Supreme Court, made final today, 
prevented the receivers from tak- 
ing charge. 

In his receivership petition, Dug- 
gan repeated charges of misman- 
agement mdde by rival factions 
withim'the company. He asked for 
the removal of eight directors and 
an accounting from them for the 
alleged acts of mismanagement, but 
asserted that the company was sol- 
vent and that the  policy-holdgrs 
were in no danger of loss, 

Duggan's petttion reviewed the 
connection of the Missouri State 
Co. with Caldwell & Co., defunct 
investment banking institution, and 
assdrted that the insurance com- 
pany had _ suffered large losses 
through the purchase of $2,000,000 
of securities from the banking 
house in completing a deal where- 
by the Inter-Southern Life Insur- 
ance Co. acquired a large block of 
Missouri State Life stock. 

The Supremie. Court makes its 
decision known in advance of a 
written opinion only in unusual 
cases, generally when the time ele- 
ment is involved. In the present in- 
stance, it was assumed that the 
Court acted as soon as possible in 
order definitely to fix the com- 
pany’s status. 

When the case was argued before 
the Supreme Court last Saturday, 
attorneys for the company said 
Judge Hall’s action was “without 
parallel in the history of Missouri 
jurisprudence, and asserted the 
company WAS a “going concern.”

Plaza Site to Be 


Done 


Along With Market St. Widening 


Some Grading Contemplated and Leveled 


Area Will Be 


Beautified by 


Planting Grass. 


Removal of the old buildings 
from the site of Memorial Plaza 
soon will be virtually completed. 
The city is preparing to take the 
first steps in developing this civic 
center. 

The plaza will cover seven city 
blocks—the six blocks bounded by 
Twelfth boulevard and Market, 
Fifteenth and Pine streets, and the 
adjacent block bounded by Pine, 
Olive, Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets. It will be augmented, in 
effect, by the grounds around the 
Public Library, Civil Courts build- 
ing, City Hall and Municipal Courts 
building and by the future Munici- 
pal Auditorium and Federal] build- 
ing. 

A scheme for a link to connect 
Memorial Plaza and Aloe Plaza, 
which is being deevloped opposite 
Union Station, is under considera- 
tion by President Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service. It will 
be made possible if the tentative 
agreement for the removal of car 
tracks from Market street, east of 
Twenty-first strcet, is carried out, 
as proposed yesterday. The orig- 
inal plan for widening Market 
street called for a roadway 76 feet 
wide. Kinsey thinks the roadway 
can be reduced in width somewhat 
if trolleys are eliminated. He would 
then plant a row of trees on either 
side of the thoroughfare, between 
Fifteenth and Eighteenth streets, 
in a strip of ground between the 
curb and the sidewalk. 
| Widening Market Street.

work will involve «changing the 
alignment of both sles of Market, 
between Twelfth and Fifteenth. It 
will be necessary, in keeping with 
the design for Memorial Plaza, to 
slice away a narrow strip of lawn 
in front of City Hall and the Muni- 
cipal Courts building, and rebuild 
some of the steps of the approach- 
es to those structures, — 

The grade of Market street will 
be raised, between Twelfth “and 
Fourteenth, to overcome a dip. The 
extreme change will be almost 
seven feet, at Thirteenth. Ths fill 
in the street will be made largely 
with debris from the  builiings 
wrecked on the plaza site. 

It is hoped to obtain earth from 
the Federal building excavation 
and a surplus from the excavation 
now being made for the Municipal] 
Auditorium, with which to grade 
part or all of the three blocks of 
the plaza fronting on Market, be- 
tween Tweltth and Fifteenth. (this 
will be levéled and planted with 
grass. 

A temporary connection with the 
new grade will be made for Thir- 
teenth street, but eventually the 
grade of Thirteenth will be ‘raised 
north to Olive street. Some changes 
in grade will be ‘made in the fu- 
ture in Chestnut and Pine streets, 
between Twelfth and Fourteenth 
streets. Kinsey hopes that a re- 
sumption of building operations in 
St. Louis may provide earth to 
complete the grading of the plaza. 
His idea is that builders would be 
glad to haye this downtown dump 
and the city would have only the 
expense of directing its use. 

Curves in Central] Block. 

Slightly convex vurves will be 
followed in laying out the ceatral 
block of the plaza—boundei by 
Market, Chestnut, Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth. This will necessitate a 
slight curving of the adjacent 
streets. The corners will be soft- 
ened by rounding at .four cimes 
the usual] radius. The first effect 
of this will be seen in the paving 
of Market street. Chestnut street's 
76-foot roadway, now running only 
between Eleventh and Twelfth, will 
be extended west to Fifteenth as 
the plaza scheme is carried out. 

The central block of the plaza 
is designed to have a fountain, with 
a cascade in the block to the west, 
in front of Municipal Auditorium, 
and a reflecting pool in the block 
to the east, in front of Civil Courts 
Building. No funds are available 
for completing this plan. The cost 
has not. been estimated. Kinsey be- 
lieves a bond issue will be neces- 
sary to finance it. In the mean- 
time, he wants to make the place as 
attractive as possible, to stimulate 
the public imagination. Whether a 
proposed war memorial building 
can be erected on the plaza seem- 
ingly depends on the decision of 
the State Supreme Court on the 
collection of benefit taxes in con- 
nection with the plaza condemna-‘: 
wom. 

The Comptroller’s office expects 
soon to complete the removal of old 
buildings from the plaza site, with 
a few exceptions. A trunk factory 
at Thirteenth and Chestnut has a 
lease until Dec. 31, 1933. An awn- 
ing plant at 1317 Pine will be per- 
mitted to remain until Nov. 1. Sev- 
eral other shops will not have to 
move until Aug. 1. No decision has 
been made as to whether the Mu- 
nicipal Lodgiing House at Four- 
teenth and Pine street will be re- 


| opened in a new looation next win- 


ter. It closed for the season last 
Sunday.

President Kinsey of the board 
said the city could: wait no longer 
for a decision on the Public Service 
Co.’s application to the Public 
Service Commission for removal of 
its tracks in Natural. Bridge. The 
pawing proposal of necéssity will: 
contemplate continued presence of 
the tracks. If the tracks are re- 
moved some compromise, as in 
widened Gravois avenue, where the 
track space has a temporary sur- 
facing, must be reached. 

The city is preparing to recéive 
bids for paving widened Natural 
Bridge, between Grand boulevard 
and the new North Twelfth boule- 
vard. Paving of the section be- 
tween Grand and Fair is being de- 
ferred in an effort to avoid destroy- 
ing many fine trees along the edge 
of Fairground Park.

duction of Electricity Is Dis- 
tinct From Transmission. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 17. — The 


States have’ authority under the 
United States Constitution to im- 
pose a license tax on the genera- 
tion of electric power within their 
borders. The Supreme Court so 
ruled yesterday in a case brought 
by the Utah Power & Light Co. 
challenging the validity of such a 


tax imposed by Idaho. 

In an opinion by Justice Suther- 
land, to which there was no dissent, 
the Court drew an important dis- 
tinction between the generation 
and transmission of electric cur- 
rent. The powér company contend- 
ed that generation and transmis- 
sion constituted only one operation, 
arguing a person in Utah by turn- 
ing a switch caused the generation 
of power in Idaho. The Court ruled 
that the Interstate Commerce fea- 
ture of the transaction involved in 
the transmission of power from one 
state to another did not begin until 
the generation had been completed. 

The generation of the current 
was held to be as distinct an oper- 
ation as the making of flour out 
of wheat or other grain. 

Federal laws protecting interstate 
commerce did not apply, the Court 


after it was generated. The gener-/} 
ation of electric current constitutes 
distinct manufacture and is within 
the contro] of states for taxing, he 
Court decided. 

The Court has repeatedly held, 
Justice Sutherland pointed out, 
that states have the right to exer- 
cise exclusive control over manu- 
facture within their borders.

Tries Comeback After 8 Years! 


John Trout,, Now a St. 
Louisan, Seeks Place on 
-U. S. Olympic Team— 
Works Out at Francis 
Field.

Among the St. Louisans now in 
training for Olympic team tests to 
come is John Trout, former dis- 
University of

Texas. 

. Although he specialized in the 
two-mile event during his univer- 
sity days, Trout is now working out 
daily with a view of entering the 


* 5000-meter Olympic competition—a 


distance of three miles, 188 yards. 
He had intended to enter the 3000- 
meter race, but Olympic officials 
made a. steeplechase out of this 
event, and, as Trout says, he doesn’t 
want to jump over hedges and 
make possible forced one-point 
landings in brooks. That’s not his 
idea of running. 

Trout is following a training pro- 
gram which indicates his serious- 
ness of purpose. He began evening 
workouts in January in the Wash- 
ington University’s indoor track. 
During February he changed to the 
outdoor track at Francis Field, and 
for more than three months has 
been circling the third-of-a-mile 
track 10 times each evening, put- 


‘tihng on a sprint at the finish. 


“It was murder when I first 
started to work out on the indoor 
track,” said Trout. “There is no 
‘give’ on the indoor cork track, and 
what a track like that does to a 
fellow who is out of training is 
more than plenty.” 

A remarkable point in Trout’s 
comeback campaign in distance 
running is that he has been out of 
competition for eight years. It has 
been a long, hard row to hoe in 
gétting back to form, but the for- 
mer University of Texas runner 
feels that he is again getting into 
shape. At 28 he is still young as 
star distance runners go. 

Trout’s best time in the two-mile 
event at college was 9 minutes 52 
seconds, made in a dual meet be- 
tween Texas U. and Mississippi A. 
and M. He won the Southwestern 
Conference two-mile championship 
in 10 minutes flat. 

His track coach, Clyde Little- 
field, now head footba!! coach at 
Texas U., looke} upon him as an 
Olympic poss:t'lity and entered 
him in the Southern Olympic try- 
outs, in 1924. He won his event, 
but Texas U."didn't hav: the mon- 
ey available’ to send him to the 
final Olympic tryouts at Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 

A somewhat similar situation 
confronts Trout at present. He 
intends to pay his own expenses to 
Chicago for the U. S. Men’s Olym- 
pic semifinal track tryouts in July, 
to determine whether he still has 
his stuff, but raising expenses to 
take him to the U. S. finals on the 
coast later on, in the event he is 
successful at Chicago, is something 
elsé again. 

One can’t condemn a \guy for 
trying, however, and meanwhile 
Trout is doing his ten Irps an eve- 
ning.

Declares Confiscatory Levies on Capital Pre- 
vent Flow of Money to Industry—Would |.

NEW YORK, May 17.—dAlfred 
E. Smith, Democr-tic presidential 
candidate in 1928 and a candidate 
for the nomination this year, last 
night advocated the general sales 
tax.

He attacked opponents of the 
sales tax for a slogan he said had 
been attributed to them by the 
press: “In order to make up the 
deficit, soak, the rich.” 

“Soak capital and you soak la- 
bor,” Smith said in rebuttal, ad- 
ding: “The demagogue won't agree 
to that, but it’s true just the same.” 

The program Smith outlined in 
the address, broadcast over a na- 
tion-wide network, follows: 

1. Pass the sales tax. 

2. Slash to “the extreme limit” 
all unnecessary appropriation of 
public money. | 

3. Empower the President to 
make an “immediate consolidation

4. Halt the passage of more vet- 
erans’ legislation; refuse to pass 
the “obnoxious” bonus bill; appoint 
a committee to list what special 
acts and appropriations concerning 
veterans should be repealed to re- 
store “the original Wilson princi- 
les.”’

Mr. Glover's speech set a new high for official 
effrontery-and for brazen exaltation of the spoils 
system. However, it is not entirely original with 
him, for it follows the example of his superiot, Post- 
master-General Brown, although with elaborations. 

Mr. Brown, addressing the Nationa] Association of 
Postmasters at Omaha last September, urged all not 
in civil service (that is, Postmasters of the first, sec- 
oud and third classes) to engage in political activities 
in behalf of the administration. He pointed out that 
there is no legal restraint on such activities. Unfor- 
tunately, there is not.

In the case 
of the latter half, the salaries, we believe, are 
considerably out of proportion to the services 
rendered. 
Mr. Glover’s statement is such a bold assertion of 
that hoary slogan of political favoritism and cor- 
ruption, “To the victor belofigs the spoils,” that a 
prompt disavowal is requiréd to save the face of the

Whether the work of the depart- 
ment could be done effectively with a percentage of 
the force away is a question for the board. The sum- 
mer months are less exacting in. police work than the 
winter months and it is possible the vacation system 
could be arranged. 

In this emergency, the public expects the city offi- 
cials to apply economies to municipal government. 
Government costs have risen enormously in the last 
15 years and they must come down, as costs, prices, 
salaries, wages and income in all other walks of life 
have‘come down. The peculiar situation with regard 
to police salaries, namely, that they are fixed by law 
and thus are beyond the control of the Board of Al- 
dermen, may serve for a time to forestall a cut.

DUMPING, WAGES AND STEEL PRICES. 
The recent charges ‘of dumping of foreign steel 
products in this country, and the attempt of the steel 
industry to invoke the anti-dumping duties and the 
provisions of thé flexible tariff against such imports, 
were almost coincident with another important de- 
velopment in that industry. The United States Steel 
Corporation cut salaries and wages for the second 
time in eight months and, in accordance with the 
éstablished practice of “follow the leader,” the inde- 
pendents in large numbers are falling in line with 
this wage policy. 
Many prices have fallen greatly, and living costs 
have been reduced. The argument generally made 
in favor of wage reductions under such conditions 


. 


efficient functioning of the competitive system. If 
some prices move abruptly in relation to others, the 
entire equilibrium may be upset and the productive 
process greatly impeded until prices and wages again 
come into an alignment that permits operations at a 
profit. The pegging of afew prices while others have 
moved greatly hinders a resumption of production, a 
normal functioning of the economic machinery, and 
the general upward movement of prices that goes 
with it. 

The steel corporation might have defended wage 
cuts on the ground that this was necessary to permit 
a reduction of steel prices that would bring them 
more nearly into line with other prices. Steel prices 
have shown great rigidity during the depression, 
and many are at the level of a year ago. It is ap- 
parent, however, that the wage cut was based on 
no such considerations. The industry has made it 
clear to users of steel that they need not expect price 
concessions. Certainly this is not the ‘way to re- 
store prosperity to the country; it is even doubtful 
whether it is the way to restoré it to the stee] in- 
dustry. With incomes greatly reduced, particularly 
in agricultural’ sections, steel prices that recall the 
“pew era prosperity” seem strangely out of place, 
Whether dumping is going on is not certain, But 
it is certain that in such cases the principle of equity 
should apply that those who seek relief must come 
with clean hands. As long as the present price pol- 
icy in the steel industry continues, the cry of com: 
petition from cheap foreign steel rings of hollow in- 
sincerity. The only investigation that the situation 
would seem to tall for would be to determine whether 
competition in the steel industry is really as perfect 
as the Supreme Court believed when in a trusting 
moment it gave the steel corporation a certificate of 
good conduct in the famous dissolution suit.

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THE HITCH-HIKER. 
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The Ideal of Representative Government 


, 


HE last 10 years have been a period of 
T aisitustonment with the working. of 

elected governments. Both in the crisis 
ot the war and in the crisis of the recon- 
struction, the democratic system hag seemed 
again and again to present insuperable dif- 
ficulties to wise and prompt decisions. 
That has been the universal experience, and 
the behavior of Congress during the last 
few months has added new distrust to the 
doubts which were already in the-air. 


The chief complaint against Congress, 
and it is well founded, is that it does not 
succeed in representing the national inter- 
est; that its members are preoccupied with 
their own special interest in re-election, and 
that to this end, in the effort to placate, 
cajole and even to bribe their constituents, 
they will as a general rule sacrifice every 
other consideration. Thus it has been plain 
throughout the debates on the tax bill and 
on the appropriations that what was mov- 
ing the individual members was not loyalty 
to the national. interést as a whole, but an 
extreme sensitiveness to the demands and 
wishes of groups of. voters. 


Many explanations have been current as 
to why this demoralization prevails. It has 
been suggested that the term of office is too 
short, that a Congressman is no sooner 
seated than he must start preparing for re- 
election. It has been suggested that the 
direct primary has shattered party responsi- 
bility and made Congress a place whefe 
each member must shift for himself. It has 
been pointed out that the custom of select- 
ing Congressmen solely from the districts 


- where they live deprives the country of the 


services of able men. 

These are, it seems to me, sound criti- 
cisms of our system, and no doubt it would 
be improved if the term of office were long- 
er, if the party system were revived and if 
able men could be elected from districts in 
which they do not necessarily reside. 

But the trouble is really deeper: than 
these reforms imply. The trouble is that 
the country has abandoned the conception 
of representative government and is trying 
to deal with enormously complex problems 
through an assembly of mere delegates. The 
American people has forgotten that if it is 
to have good government it must elect men, 
not to perform errands for their constitu- 
ents, but to use their judgment freely, and 
freely to speak and act upon that judgment. 

The real problem at Washington today 
was stated with perfect clearness by Ed-

mund Burke some years before the Ameri- 
can Republic was founded. This is a good 
time to turn back to Burke, who wag one 
‘of the wisest men of his century and among 
the profoundest political thinkers. of the 
tradition which we inherit. Burke’s con- 
stituency’ was the City of Bristol, and in 
1774 he and Cruger were the two Whig 
candidates. : 

Cruger had told the voters that if they 
elected him, he would do what they desired, 
Burke abjured this doctrine and in his 
speeches plainly told the voters that he 
would not be their slave. He was anxious 
to meet their wishes. He would prefer their 
interest to his own. But “his unbiased 
opinion, his mature judgment, his enlight- 
ened conscience he (as a representative) 
ought not to sacrifice to you, to any man 
or to any set of men living. These he does 
not derive from your pleasure; no, nor from 
the law and Constitution. They are a trust 
trom Providence, for the abuse of which 
he is deeply answerable. Your representa- 
tive owes you, not his industry alone, but 
his judgment; and he betrays, instead of 
serving you, if he sacrifices it to your 
opinion.” ' 

That is the heart of the matter. This 
conception of the relation between the rep- 
resentative and his constituents rested upon 
Burke’s conviction as to what a national 
legislature ought to be. 

“Parliament,” he said, “is not a congress 
of ambassadors from different and ‘hostile 


interests, which interests each ey main- 


tain, as an agent and an advo against 
other agents and advocates; but Parliament 
is a deliberative assembly of one nation, 
with one interest, that of the whole; where 
not local purposes, not local prejudices, 
ought‘to guide, but the general good, result- 
ing from the general reason of_the whole. 

-“You choose a member, indeed; but when 
you have chosen him, he is not a member 
of Bristol, but a member of Parliament. If 
the local constituent should have an inter- 
est, or should form a hasty opinion, evi- 
dently opposite to the real good of the rest 
of the community, the member for . that 
place ought to be as far as any other from 
any endeavor to give it effect.” :

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Tax-Exempt Securities 


By Editorial Research Reports. 


HE 1931 report of the Secretary of the 
“4 i Treasury estimated that there was out- 
T standing on June 30, 1930, about $22,650,- 
000,000 in long-term securities of the Fed- 
eral Government, states, cities, counties, etc., 
ithe interest on which was wholly exempt 
frem the Federal normal income tax and 
surtax.. This includes about $17,100,000,000 
in state, city and county, $1,800,000,000 in 
Federal farm loan and $3,750,000,000. in 
Federal securities. 

This was an increase of 130 per cent since 
1920, aad of 45 per cent since 1925. If the 
average interest rate is estimated at 4 per 
cent, about $900,000,000 in income is thus 
rendered immune from Federal income tax. 

The 1931 Treasury report estimated also 
that in addition there was outstanding Sept. 
30, 1931, almost 13 billions in outstanding 
securities of the United States, the interest 
on which was wholly exempt from the Fed- 
eral normal income tax. This was a de- 


and 30 per cent since 1925. The tctal in- 
come immune from at least norma! income 
taxation thus comes to approximately one 
and one‘quarter billion dollars. This in- 
come is naturally exempt also from state in- 
come taxation. 

This situation is now generally admitted 
to be deplorable, as tending to create a tai- 
exempt class. Little attention was paid to 
the problem prior to the adoption of the 
income tax amendment to the Constitution 
in 1913. The states and cities derived most 
of their revenue from a tax on tangible 
property, and in practice intangible property 
such as bonds usually escaped the general 
property tax. The Federal Governmen:, 
levying no property or income tax, w4s 
willing to see states and municipalities freed 
from Federal taxation in return for having 
Federal agencies free from state and m'- 
nicipal taxation.

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WORKERS’ SAVING PLAN 


Presid-nt Explains That Sus- 
pension Is Due to Economic 
Situation. | 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, May 17.—The Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, through 
Alfred P. Sloan Jr., president, yes- 
terday announced that effective as 
of May 1, the employes’ savings 
and investment plan of the corpo- 
ration was temporarily suspended. 

“Under this action,” Sloan said, 
‘no further payments on the part 
of employes will. be received by the 
corporation until the plan is rein- 
stated. 

‘This temporary suspension of 
the savings and investment plan is 
made necessary by the present eco- 
nomic situation, as the plan costs 
the corporation a large sum of 
money that is not available for this 
purpose under the present condi- 
tions of business.” 

The savings and investment plan 

was adopted in 1919. It provided 


that employes could make monthly 


or semimonthly payments to a sav- 
ing fund not to exceed 20 per cent 
or their wages and not to exceed 


. $300 in any year. 


Under the plan the corporation 
agreed to deposit 50 cents for each 
dollar put into the fund, which was 
credited to the employe over a pe- 
riod of five years. The employe 
had the right to withdraw his sav- 
ings, plus interest, but was subject 
to forfeitures in respect to partici- 
pation in the fund except that sav- 
ings could be applied to the pay- 
ments for a home without losing 
the benefits of the fund. 


SAYS HE WAS IN HYPNOTIC 
SLEEP WHEN HE SHOT DOUMER: 


Assassin Tells Paris Police - He 
Drank a Bottle of Cognac Before 
Murdering President.

PARIS, May 17.—Dr. Paul Gor- 


gulov, who assassinated President 
Paul Doumer, tol an examining 
magistrate today that he was in a: 
“kind of hypnotic sleep” when he 
committed the crime. 

“A mystic force armed my hand,” 
he said. “I had no reason what- 
ever to murder Doumer. I was_in 
a kind of hypnotic sleep.’’ 

Gorgulov informed. Magistrate 
Fougery that he drank a bottle of 
cognac before going to the War 
Veterans’ charity exhibition where 
he shot the President. 

“When the President entered the 
room,” he said, “I fired without 
hesitation, not knowing what I was 
doing.” 

He said he could tell nothing 
about the weapon he used because 
he was too’ drunk to remember 
anything about it. 

The prisoner asserted that while 
on his way from Monaco to Paris 
before the assassination he “tried 
to ward off, the evil spirit which | 
constantly urged me on to mur- 
der.” 

“On my arrival in Paris,” he 
continued, “I went to Notre Dame 
Cathedral and prayed to God to 
rid me of the spirit. I fought to 
the last against this Obsession.”

26 Nuns, 


VATICAN CITY, May 17.—Three 
Bishops with 26 nuns, priests and 
lay Catholics form the vanguard 
of a group of 2000 victims of the 
Boxer uprising whose beatification 
is under consideration by the 
sacred congregation of rites. 

While it will take many years to 
go through the whole list, there are 
such outstanding proofs of the 
great bravery and self-sacrifice of 


these 29 that decrees starting them 
on the way to sainthood are said 
in high church circles to be assured 
and possibly forthcoming within a 
year. 

Chinese as well as Europeans 
figure among tiem, the names of 
Bishops Antonio Fantosati, Giusep- 
pe Grassi and Francesco Fogolla, 
Italians, heading the list. 

Mgr. Fantosati, a veteran of 36 
years in China, was slain at Heng- 
chow, in Southern Hunan Province, 
of which he was apostolic vicar. 
He and a companion, Father 
Giuseppe Gambaro de  Galbiate, 
were mobbed when they arrived at 
the city to investigate the killing 
of another priest and finally were 
put to death after undergoing 
hours of torture. Their bodies were 
thrown into the Hsiang River. 

Palace Found to Be Prison. 

Less cruel in detail but more im- 
pressive because of the number of 
victims, is the account given in the 
beatification petition of the manner 
in which Mgrs. Grassi and Fogolla 
met their fate. 

Mgr. Grassi, who was over. 70 
and had been in China for 40 
years, -was Vicar of Northern 
Shansi, and Mgr. Fogolla was his 
coadjutor-bishop. Seven sisters of 
the Franciscan Order of Mary were 
in the group that perished with 
them at Taiynen. 

When the tartar Yu-Hien, fanat- 
ical Boxer leader, arrived to take 
charge of the territory as Viceroy, 
he tricked Mgr. Grassi and his fol- 
lowers into accepting quarters in 
his palace, where he said _ they 
would be safe from mob prejudice. 

The quarters turned out to be a 
prison, in which the Christians 
were forced to remain until the day 
of tReir death. On that day the 
viceroy summoned them into the 
courtyard, where a great crowd 
was gathered, shouting for a mas- 
sacre. 

Realizing that the end was near, 
the aged vicar granted absolution 
to the party, the petition relates, 
and they knelt calmly and awaited 
the finish, ; , 

Nuns Are Beheaded. 

Yu-Hien himself is said to have 
struck the first blow, felling Mgr. 
Fogolla. His soldiers and the mob 
did away with the remaining male 
members of the group, including 
two French priests, and the nuns, 
all Europeans, then were decapi- 
tated one by one, facing their fate 
serenely, in prayer. 

Eight Chinese Franciscans of the 
third order refused to abandon the 
faith and were executed with the 
others. 

Father Elid Facchini and seven 
young Chinese parish «students 
were led next into the courtyard 
and slain. The students were of- 
fered freedom under the same con- 
dition proposed to the preceding 
Chinese and similarly refused. 

Yu-Hien is reported to have put 
the ‘heads of the victims on poles 
at the entrance to the city, remov- 
ing them when the Empress Tzi- 
Hi arrived from Peking, pursued 
by foreign troops. He himself was 
| beheaded. 
| The group whose early beatifi- 
'cation is expected ftmcludes the 15 
Chinese, seven nuns, three Bishops 
and Fathers Facchini and Gam- 
baro, also the two French martyrs, 
Father Theodoric Balat and Broth- 
er Andred Bauer. — 


892 CARLOADS OF ONIONS 
SHIPPED FROM LAREDO SECTION 


Most of Them Sold Before Drop 
in Prices—Growers Get 
$1,100.000. 

By the Associated Press. 

LAREDO, Tex.—With 892 car- 
loads of Bermuda onions shipped 
from the Laredo district, the_ship- 
ping season is practically at an 
end, although enough carloads may 
move out to bring the total to 900. 
The growers marketed 7-9 of their 
crop while prices were around and 
, above $2.50 per crate, and the 
present low prices below 75 cents 
per crate are not causing them to 
rush final shipments. 

The numerous buyers who came 
here from all parts of the United 
States have gone to Corpus Christi 
or other points where heavy ship- 
ments are now being made despite 
the low market prices prevailing.
